Plans an­ 
nounced earlier this year noted that 
one of the two judges would prob­ 
ably “ride circuit” and hold court 
in various communities throughout 
the county. 
Whiteley asked that he be per­ 
mitted to take an architect to the 
old Coleman school building to look 
over its potentialities. He said that 
it is possible the structure could be 
remodeled in part to permit entire 
office staffs of School Superintend­ 
ent Wallace W. Hall and Road Com­ 
missioner Car! p. Clow to move from 
thpir present courthouse locations. 
The San Rafael supervisor said

Early Claims 


Served First 


Persons filing claims for old-age 
and survivors insurance- under So­ 
cial Security provisions can expect 
their checks to arrive early if they 
follow the advice • of George A. 
Burkhead. 
Burkhead, manager of Santa Rosa 
Social Security office which serves 
Marin, recommends each claimant 
and his wife supply some proof of 
age at time of filing a claim. 
The time from the date a claim 
is filed until the claimant receives 
his first check can be shortened in 
many cases if this proof of age is 
on hand, Burkhead explained. 
He listed as accepted proofs: 
“A birth certificate, bagtlsmal 
record, notification of registration 
of birth in a public registry of lital 
statistics, hospital birth records, a 
foreign church, or government réc­ 
ord, a signed statement by the phy­ 
sician or midwife, family Bible. 
“Naturalization record,' Immigra­ 
tion papers, passport, marriage rec­ 
ord showing age, affidavit from par­ 
ent or, brother, or sister.*

Idea of the state purchase of the 
Golden Gate bridge was put forth 
last ,week by Director PhlUlps 
Davies who wrote Gov. Warren that 
it could be coordinated with re­ 
financing of other bay crossings. 
This would presumably saVe the 
taxpayers thousands of dollars in 
lowered management costs, accord­ 
ing to Davies, who added that toU^ 
could then be reduced “almost im­ 
mediately”.

and inflammatory fumes. And then 
there is always the matter of sus­ 
ceptibility to colds. 
FIRST SYMPTOMS 
A cold usually starts abruptly. 
The first sign^ may be a feeling of 
tiredness, or 'perhaps sneezing, a 
nasal discharge,, or a scratchy Ir­ 
ritation in the throat. The person 
may not have a fever at any time 
if the cold remains uncomplicated. 
However, many have a chilling sen­ 
sation or a definite chill, followed 
by fevers 
Headache is very common, and 
there may be vague pains to the 
back and arms. The nose and throat 
often feel stopped.-up, and the eyes 
burn and smart. These conditions 
may Impair the sense of t.aste and 
smell, leading to a loss of s^)peti.te. 
COUGH COMMON 
Repeated nose-blowing and the 
profuse nasa.l flow often cause a 
redness and soreness of the upper 
lip and nose. As the disease pro­ 
gresses the watery discharge be­ 
comes thicker and more mucous Is 
fSirmed. Very common is a hacking 
cough, which is usually worse at 
night and may even Interfere with 
sleep. 
A sure way to prevent colds 'would 
be just as desirable as a sure way 
toi CUT'C them,. Many preventive 
measures have been recommended, 
including vaccines, but so 'far none 
as a rule seems to have been suc­ 
cessful. Some people believe large 
doses of vitamin C during the cold 
season may be helpful. Others think 
large doses of mixed vitamins are of 
value, and they may be, but, as yet, 
definite' p'roof .is lacMng as 'to their 
value to this condition. 
ADEQUATE REST 
The sufferer from a cold should 
'g'O to bed and get a'mple rest .as 
soon as he feels the first signs. Ade­ 
quate rest is often the single factor 
contributing to rapid recovery. If 
severe, it m.ay also be a 'good, idea 
to relieve symptoms if possible with 
nose drops, steam inhalations, and 
discomfort-relieving drugs. The diet 
should be light, with adequate sup­ 
plies of the vitamins and minerals 
found to fruits, vegetables, butter, 
and eggs.

About this time each year, regular users of 
Marin*i Miracle Mile (that strip of converted 
railroad grade which connects San Anselmo 
and San Rafael) begin to get hot under the 
collar and make their displeasures knbwn to 
those whom they consider "responsible.” 
Since we have had considerably less rain 
thus far this fall than we got last year, the 
Miracle Mile "pavement” has held up better 
and there have been fewer complaints to date 
this year than last. 
As winter rains come down upon us, how­ 
ever, the road will most certainly disintegrate 
again and we most certainly wül hear about it 
from the unfortunate motorists who can't 
avoid the route. 
The Indcpcndeiit'JoUrnal will undoubtedly 
receive some letters bitterly aiticizing the city 
and the county for "not doing something 
about it” and even criticizing this newspaper 
for "not b u i l d i n g a fire under those 
responsible. 
About this time last year a fellow who 
writes many of our "Ed. Notes” responded to 
fuch a letter as follows: 
W e' thought everybody understood by 
now why it isn't feasible to spend a lot of 
public money making a first class roadway 
out of the old railroad bed at this time. 
Simply stated, the reason is this—the road­ 
way doesn’t belong to the city. It still is 
private property. Any owner could fence off 
his section of It at any time he cared to. 
What a fine kettle of fish we’d have if we 
spent thousands of doUars pavtof the strip, 
only to have one of the owners strlngr a 
fence across It. Quite legally, too. For two 
years now the public has been running over 
the road without protest from the owners, 
whoever they are. In another three years, the 
publlo will h a v e established irrevocable 


right to use the property for a roadway and 
the way will at last be* cleared lor paving it 
pitqierly. Meanwhile, with mily a cheap 
armor coat surface, we can continue to 
eipect periodic trouble durinf abnormally 
wet weather. 
Since then, the "wont” has happened. Three 
people who claim ownership of the old rail­ 
road right-of-way have filed tuit in Marin 
superior court, seeking to have their ^title to 
the property verified by the court. 


To paraphrase our previous remark: what 
a fine kettle of fish we'd have if we spent 
thousands of dollars paving the strip only to 
have these private claimants win their fight for 
title and possession of the route. 


But maybe things aren't as bad as they seem.* 
In the course of preparing-to defend the cities 
of San Anselmo and San Rafael (against the 
suing claimants) John Burcsh and Harold J. 
Haley have uncovered some interesting facts. 


Buresh and Haley have uncovered facts in­ 
dicating that (1) the cities have, after all, a 
supportable claim to title of the property, (2) 
that the sfatute of limitations has deprived the 
claimants of any rights they may once have 
had, and (3) that long public use of the rail­ 
road right-of-way abready has established an 
irrevocable right to its use. 


In any event, it is now quite apparent that 
San Anselmo and San Rafael city councils 
acted wisely when they refused to be pu 
d 
into unwise expenditures for paving the route 
when its ownership was'open to question. 


And if the lawsuit now pending is decided 
in favor of the cities, the way will be cleared 
lor safely paving the rqutc a year or two sooner 
than was previously anticipated.

Opposition To Steel 


Wage, Price Rise 


WE SEE BY THE PAPERS 


Store Windows Tell Story Of 
Free Enterprise Accomplishment 
It would be ft good thlcg if every Amerlctn — In 
this erft In which the free enterprise system is under 
constant fttUck from within and without — could 
pay a visit to a retail store wlgllow in Russia or 
one of the other Communist countries. That would 
provide an excellent practical test of the difference 
between a free competitive ecanomy, and a controlled, 
totahtarian economy. 
In the Russian store, tlie visitor would find that 
ftU goods wert rigidly rationed — the average cit* 
isen Is allowed to buy Just enough to live at at a 
subsistence level. Prices, of course, are fixed by the 
government at whatever level the masters of the 
nation desire — and, ssve for a few such staples as

bread and potatoes, the prices are always extremely 
high in terms of the earning power of the masses. 
High prices are a deliberate Communist device by 
which earnings are immediately siphoned back into 
the coffers of the state. 


There is no competition, in our understanding of 
that word. The government controls everything, and 
directly owns practically everything, all the way 
from the farm and factory to the store. Even the 
most modest luxuries are unknown. And many of 
the necessities are constantly in short supply, so that 
even meager legal rations cannot be filled. 


Contrast this with those show windows in America 
— our retail stores, small and large, chain and in­ 
dependent. The difference is literally incredible. Only 
free enterprise can produce abundance and high 
living standards.

Some of the most serious of the 
problems that beset the country 
and trouble the people will con­ 
verge in a series of meetings be­ 
tween two groups of men. ex­ 
pected to begin this week. One 
group consists of heads of major 
companies in the steel Industry; 
the ether consists of representa­ 
tives of the United Steel Workers 
of America, C.I.O. 
The purpose 
of the meetings is to write new 
contracts to take fffect on the 
termination of exiting contracts 
which expire Dec. 31. The meet­ 
ings must agree or come to deft- 
nlte disagreement by that date. 


A policy committee of the union 
has formulated twenty-two de­ 
mands to be presented to the steel 
Industry heads. Several of the de­ 
mands have to do with wages, 
this is the main business of the 
meetings. 
No specific cents per 
hour raise is stated in the demands, 
but informal statements of union 
spokesmen have said that during 
the negotiations a specific cents 
per hour raise will be brought up. 


IN ANY EVENT THE formal 
demands include several w h i c h 
amount to wage raises. These 
have to do with overtime pay, va­ 
cations, holidays, the "fair day’s 
work" standard for incentive pay­ 
ment. The sum of the demands 
having to do with wages has been 
estimated as from 13 to 15 cents 
per hour, one estimate Is as high 
as 25 cents. Whatever the sum, 
it would be what union spokesmen 
describe as a "substantial" increase 
in pay; that is what the union 
demands. 
Whatever the demand increas# 
may amount to it is practically 
certain to be higher than a ceil­ 
ing which has been set up offi­ 
cially by the Administration’s Wage 
Stabilization board. 
The board, 
soon after it was organized, fixed 
a standard for wage raises general­ 
ly and declared as a policy that 
it would not sanction wage raises 
higher than the standard. 
By 
this standard the permissible wage 
raise in the steel industry would 
be some 4 or 5 cents per hour. 
This gives rise to one of the prob­ 
lems that accompany the coming 
meetings. What will or can the 
Wage Stabilization board do if 
at the end of the meetings there 
is laid on its doorstep a demand 
by the union higher than the sta­ 
bilization board's standard would 
permit? 


HANGING LIKC A SHADOW 
over the meetings is threat of more 
inflation. 
Any wage raise th e 
union exact f r o m the industry 
heads would be an addition to the 
cost of manufacturing steel. This 
could only be offset by an inerm e 
in the price of steel, and a price 
increase in steel would ramify Into 
the almost innumerable products 
which are made of steel or into 
which steel enters. Morever, steel 
is a bellwether industry and any 
wage raise won in it would almost 
certainly be followed by demands 
for wage raises in other industries. 
Altogether the coming meetings 
between heads of the steel industry 
and representatives of the steel 
worker’s union contain possibility 
of ft strong upward surge in the 
wage-price cost of living spiral and 
the inflation that would accom­ 
pany it. 
This is a reason why the steel 
Industry heads may resist the de­ 
mands of the union. At least pas­ 
sive resistance is Implied In a 
speech made by Benjamin Fair- 
less, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, soon after the 
demands of the union were made 
public. He said that the negotia­ 
tions have to do with "broad ques­ 
tions of public policy which are 
beyond the scope of collective bar­ 
gaining . . . " 


CONSEQUENTLY, "WHETHER 
our workers are to get a raise, and 
how much it wiU be if they do, 
is a matter which probably can­ 
not be détcrmined by collective 
bargaining, and will apparently 
have to be decided iinally in Wash­ 
ington. 
It is a question which 
involves the basic anti-inflation 
program of our government, and 
one which will clearly affect our 
entire economy." 
The unions are truculent. Yet 
evidently they are confronted by 
two oppositions. One is the heads 
of the steel industry who quite 
evidently would oppose, at least 
to the extent of not assenting. The 
other potential opposition is the 
to which would be submitted the 
question of a wage raise and also 
the question of a price increase 
which a wage would bring • u p. 
There is a possible third opposition. 
Almost certainly, prevailing public 
opinion, if it were aware of the 
revelation between a material wage 
raise in steel, and on the other 
hand, inflation and cost of liying, 
would be unsympathio to the de­ 
mands of the union.

(fl*) — You’ve 
probably met some of the people 
who have the dreamy-eyed ap­ 
proach to the problem of dealing 
with Communism. 
You, talking about the war in 
Korea: "Where’s it going to end? 
And when it does end, where else 
are we going to have trouble with 
the Chinese communists?" 
Dreamy Eyes: "I don’t know, 


TRUE ENOUGH 
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but there’s always a chance the 
Chinese may bfeak 
away 
from 
Moscow. And our only hope is that 
we can split up the communists 
somehow, or that, theyll split up 
among themselves." 


THE ONLY TROUBLE w i t h 
that kind of thinking, Just to start 
with, is that there’s nothing at all 
to indicate any possibility of a 
split between the Chinese 
and 
Russian communists. 
’The Chinese want to oommu- 
nize Asia. They may be able to 
do it with Rtissia’F help. All they’ll 
get from this country on that 
idea is opposition. 
Then there’s you again, talking 
about Russia: "Where’s all this^ 
going to end? We keep arming 
and Rtissia keeps on arming. They 
want to spread communism; we 
don’t want them to spread. It 
goes on endlessly." 
Dreamy ;Eyes: 
"Maybe when 
Stalin dies whoever succeeds him 
may be a little more sensible. And 
then there's always the chance 
that the Russian communists will 
split up among themselves, fight­ 
ing for Stalin’s Job.” 
That’s wishful thinking of .a 
high order. It is possible the Sta­ 
lin survivors might fight over hit 
shoes but there’s no reason to be­ 
lieve all the top communists are 
not in full agreement with Stalin 
that their present tactics are jusi 
whit the doctor ordered. Tliis is 
misunderstanding communism al­ 
together.

He aaid the best engineering minds 
agree that Waldo was a mistake in 
the f irst place. He accused the state 
division of highways of attempting 
to cover up that miitake by widen­ 
ing Waldo. And he declared that 
the highway commiuion refuses to 
make Its facts leading to the de­ 
cision to widen Waldo known to his 
group. 
“The highway commiaslon appar­ 
ently doesn’t wani to cooperate on 
anything they deaignate as ‘obitrac- 
tlva* to widening the Waldo grade,” 
he declared. 
Nye aaid any money to be spent 
for a bride approach should ba spent 
for long-range purpooes and not the 
"expediency” of widening the Waldo. 
Nye asserted: 
•The bridge has no business bor­ 
rowing money from the state to 
buUd atete highways.** 
He reviewed the history of Wtldo 
grade from the bridge opening in 
1987 to date.

He pointed out that gaa tax 
money is being used on many major 
projects in southern California and 
could just as well be used in Marin 
county. 
Supervisor Trumbull declared the 
directors of the Golden Gate bridge 
were “not being true to the people” 
when they proposed to obligate the 
district to five million dolltis in ad­ 
dition to the bridge bonds. 
Supervisor Fusselman said he be­ 
lieved the travelling public which 
used the bridge would pay for the 
Waldo approach just the same as if 
gas tax money were used.

SNOW UP HIGH 


18 Killed As 2 Trains 


Collide In Alabama 


WOODfiTOCK, Ala. (JP) — The 
crushing, hesdon collision of two 
New York-New Orleahs streamliners 
killed 18 and injured 80 yesterday, 
and additional victims were hunted 
in the wreckage today. 
The silvery northbound South­ 
erner pulled from a siding here Into 
the path of the onrushing south­ 
bound Crescent. The sledgehammer 
crash turned the first car of the 
Southerner into a giant coffin. 
The trains met on a high rsillroad 
trestle 39 miles southwest of Bir­ 
mingham. The Crescent was* using 
the southern tracks tiecause a 
bridge was out on the Louisville and 
Nashville lines near New Orleans, 
830 miles away. 
The Southenier had stopped after 
pulling out from the siding. The 


Crescent rounded a eur^'t and 
roared into it. 
“We were iltmmed back 80 feet," 
said George Newton, Seminary, 
Miss., a passenger in the third coach 
of tha northbound train. “Every­ 
body was running through the train 
screaming." 
Normally tha Crescent operates 
over the southern to Atlanta, over 
the West Point route to Montgom­ 
ery. Ala., and thence to New Or- 
leana via the LdcN. 
All of the known dead were on 
the Southerner, most of them in the 
first car, which was smashed like 
an eggshell. Trainmen aaid P. J. 
Powers. Binnittgham, engineer of 
the northbound train, waa killed 
and Ills body caught In the wreck­ 
age. It had not been recovered.

Statistics compiled from the first 
two days of pheaiant hunttng show 
27,500 hunters worked on the 11

The opening days wwe dry—al­ 
though the birds held very close. 
Heavy rains held activitita to a 
minimum in mid-week, although the 
rains aided In driving more ducks 
southward 
from 
their 
breeding 
grounds. 


Duck hinllnf should be at Its 
best In California between now and 
the season's end, December 24. The 
long awaited heavy flight of birds 
from the north are arriving. There’s 
little doubt that the number of 
birds are heavier than usual and 
thereby hangs a tale. 
Each season's bag limits are de­ 
termined by a count of the birds 
the previous season. And local and 
federal counts never seem to agree. 
A year ago the state counted six- 
million birds. The federal fish and 
wildlife service counted only two- 
million. 
Hunters who are dissatisfied with 
this season’s limits might well blame 
that federal Inventory which most 
local authorities feel was too low. 
This year the state Is taking Its 
count with photographs. The first 
count was made last weekend.* An­ 
other is scheduled for December 
22-23 and the biggest count will be 
made on January 7. 
John Chattin who is supervising 
the project took one photograph of 
duck eoneentrations to a meeting 
of biologists last year. When asked 
to determine by sight the number of 
birds in the concentration, not one 
of the lo-ctlled experts came within 
75,000 birds of being right. Seventy- 
five thousand birds makes a lot of 
shooting.

Strength Unknown

SACRAMENTO (U.B—So«» oppo- 
sltlon from Calilomla Republicans 
to the Warren-for-PresMent movt- 
ment has been noted stoce Gov. ^ l i 
Warren* announced his candidacy— 
but Its strength remains a mirstery. 
It appears at this early date In 
the pre-campaign maneuvering to 
be a combination of opposition from 
conservatives within the party who 
think Warren is too liberal and 
from Republicans who favor Mae- 
Arthur, Taft, or Eisenhower. 
The 68-ycar-old governor, cur­ 
rently recuperatlnf to San Fran­ 
cisco from an appendectoiny, un­ 
questionably has the support of most 
of the party leaders In his own state. 
They Include State Chairman T. H. 
DeLap and most of the brass in the 
state central committee; both XJ, S. 
senators and seven coftgressmen; 
both GOP national committee rep­ 
resentatives and a host of assembly­ 
men, state senators and county 
party chairmen. 
But also, without question, there 
is opposition to the Warren candi 
dacy to his own state, from mem 
bcrs of his own party. While the

slowed to a standstill by his fltaess 
opponents and critics of the gov­ 
ernor have not been Idle.

Former State Sen. Edw.ard Tickle 
of 'Canr.%'1 'Organized the dinner. 
Two Republican county central 
committee chairmen—C. V. Scott 
of Sutter county and Keith McCor- 
mac o' Kern county—also have been 
campaigning to put delegations In 
the primary which would not be 
committed to Warren. They favor 
an untostructed delegation although 
they have mentioned the names of 
Taft, Eisenhower, MacArthur, and 
Sen.

Whiteley’a 
recommendation, 
he 
said, will pave the way for neces­ 
sary office and courtroom space for 
Marin Municipal court when it is 
established in January, 1953. 
TWO COURTROOMS 
Hie new court will have two 
judges, and will require two court­ 
rooms, it was indicated. Plans an­ 
nounced earlier this year noted that 
one of the two judges would prob­ 
ably “ride circuit” and hold court 
in various communities throughout 
the county. 
Whiteley asked that he be per­ 
mitted to take an architect to the 
old Coleman school building to look 
over its potentialities. He said that 
it is possible the structure could be 
remodeled in part to permit entire 
office staffs of School Superintend­ 
ent Wallace W. Hall and Road Com­ 
missioner Carl P. Clow to move from 
thpir present courthouse locations. 
The San Rafael supervisor said 
“very lovely offices” have been pro­ 
vided for added personnel in Hall's 
office who were crowded out of the 
courthouse quarters. 
ABANDON STAIRWAY 
If the ceter-hall stairway is aban­ 
doned and the waste space used for 
offices, the plans could be fulfilled, 
the supervisor noted.

The vote, reversing a prior stand by the board in opposition 
to methods of financing the project, came following more than 
two hours of debate by supporters and opponents of a low-level 
approach through Sausalito. 


Decision by the supervisors came 
shortly after noon, with Supervisors 
William D. Fusselman, James V. 
Kehoe, 
and 
George G. Whiteley 
joining to urge widening of the 
grade. The project is to be financed 
by a $5,090,000 loan from the state 
teachers’ retirement fund to the di­ 
rectors of the Goldert Gate Bridge 
and- Highway district, and by a 
grant estimated at $1,500,000 from 
the State Highway commission. 
The proposed highway would be 
six lanes, divided, and would require 
piercing the “hogback” high above 
Sausalito with another tunnel for 
three lanes of traffic. 
FINANCING CITED 
It was the financing of the bridge 
approach—the state loan, author­ 
ized in legislation 
sponsored 
by 
State Sen. John F. (Jack) McCar­ 
thy—which Chairman T. Fred Bag­ 
shaw and Supervisor 
Robert 
H. 
Trumbull opposed in voting against 
Fusselman’s motion to endorse the 
Waldo project. 
Both Bagshaw and Trumbull are 
former directors of the bridge dis­ 
trict. 
Although Bagshaw is opposed to 
the financing, which must be paid 
back by bridge toll collections in ad­ 
dition to the $35,060,000 bond issue 
for construction of the bridge itself, 
it will be he who presents the board’s 
viewpoint to 
McCarthy’s 
interim 
committee on Golden Gate bridge 
affairs next Tuesday. The evening 
meeting will be In Mill Valley city 
hall. 
Bagshaw said he will present a 
statement outlining his proposed tes­ 
timony to the board next Monday. 
Representatives of Sausalito resi­ 
dents, opposed to the low-level ap­ 
proach; and the San Francisco - 
Marin Freeway association opposed 
to Waldo widening, presented their 
viewpoints today.

And then 
there is always the matter of sus­ 
ceptibility to colds. 
FIRST SYMPTOMS 
A cold usually starts abruptly. 
The first sign may be a feeling of 
tiredness, or perhaps sneezing, a 
nasal discharge,, or a scratchy Ir­ 
ritation in the throat. The person 
may not have a fever at any time 
if the cold remains uncomplicated. 
However, many have a chilling sen­ 
sation or a definite chill, followed 
by fever* 
Headache is very common, and 
there may be vague pains in the 
back and arms. The nose and throat 
often feel stopped-up. and the eyes 
bum and smart. These conditions 
may impair the sense of taste and 
smell, leading to a toss of appetite. 
COUGH COMMON 
Repeated nose-blowing and the 
profuse nasal flow often cause a 
redness and soreness of the upper 
lip and nose. As the disease pro­ 
gresses the watery discharge be­ 
comes thicker and more mucous is 
formed. Very common is a hacking 
cough, which is usually worse at 
night and may even interfere with 
sleep. 
A sure way to prevent colds would 
be just as desirable as a sure way 
to cure them. Many preventive 
measures have been recommended, 
including vaccines, but .so far none 
as a rule seems to have been suc­ 
cessful. Some people believe large 
doses of vitamin C during the cold 
season may be helpful. Others think 
large doses of mixed vitamins are of 
value, and they may be. but. as yet, 
definite proof is lacking as to their 
value in this condition. 
ADEQUATE REST 
The sufferer from a cold should 
go to bed and get ample rest as 
soon as he feels the first signs. Ade­ 
quate rest is often the single factor 
contributing to rapid recovery. If 
severe, it may also be a good idea 
to relieve symptoms if possible with 
nose drops, steam inhalations, and 
discomfort-relieving drugs. The diet 
should be light, with adequate sup­ 
plies of the vitamins and minerals 
found in fruits, vegetables, butter, 
and eggs.

Miracle Mile Lawsuit May 
Redound To Cities' Benefit

About this time each year, regular users of 
Marin's Miracle Mile (that strip of converted 
railroad grade which connects San Anseimo 
and San Rafael) begin to get hot under the 
collar and make their displeasures known to 
those whom they consider “responsible.” 
Since we have had considerably lea rain 
thus far this fall than we got last year, the 
Miracle Mile “pavement” has held up better 
and there have been fewer complaints to date 
this year than last. 
As winter rains come down upon us, how­ 
ever, the road will most certainly disintegrate 
again and we most certainly will hear about it 
from the unfortunate motorists who can’t 
avoid the route. 
The Independent*journal will undoubtedly 
receive some letters bitterly criticizing the city 
and the county for “not doing something % 
about it” and even criticizing this newspaper 
for “not b u i l d i n g a 
fire under those 
responsible. 
About this time last year a fellow who 
writes many of our “Ed. Notes” responded to 
such a letter as follows: 
We' thought everybody understood 
by 
now why it isn’t feasible to spend a lot of 
public money making a first class roadway 
out of the old railroad bed at this time. 
Simply stated, the reason is this—the road­ 
way doesn’t belong to the city. It still is 
private property. Any owner could fence off 
his section of it at any time he cared to. 
What a One kettle of fish we’d have if we 
spent thousands of dollars paving the strip, 
only to have one of the owners string a 
fence across it, quite legally, too. For two 
years now the public aas been running aver 
the road without protest from the owners, 
whoever they are. In another three years, the 
public wiH h a v e established irrevocable 


right to use the property for a roadway and 
the way will at last be cleared for paving it 
properly. Meanwhile, with only a cheap 
armor coat surface, we can continue to 
expect periodic trouble during abnormally 
wet weather. 
Since then, the “worst” has happened. Three 
people who claim ownership of the old rail­ 
road right-of-way have filed suit in Marin 
superior court, seeking to have their #title to 
the property verified by the court. 


To paraphrase our previous remark: what 
a fine kettle of fish we'd have if we spent 
thousands of dollars paving the strip only to 
have these private claimants win their fight for 
title and possession of the route. 


But maybe things aren't as bad as they seem. 
In the course of preparing-to defend the cities 
of San Anseimo and San Rafael (against the 
suing claimants) John Buresh and Harold J. 
Haley have uncovered some interesting facts. 


Buresh and Haley hate uncovered facts in­ 
dicating that (1) the cities have, after all, a 
supportable claim to title of the property, (2) 
that the statute of limitations has deprived the 
claimants of any rights they may once have 
had, and (S) that long public use of the rail­ 
road right-of-way already has established an 
irrevocable right to its use. 
In any event, it is now quite apparent that 
San Anseimo and San Rafael city councils 
acted wisely when they refused to be pu, 
d 
into unwise expenditures for paving the route 
when its ownership was open to question. 


And if the lawsuit now pending is decided 
in favor of the cities, the way will be cleared 
for safely paving the rqute a year or two sooner 
than was previously anticipated.

Store Windows Tell Story Of 
Free Enterprise Accomplishment 
It would be a good thing if every American — in 
this era in which the free enterprise system is under 
constant attack from within and without — could 
pay a visit to a retail store wintow in Russia or 
one of the other Comm mist countries. That would 
provide an excellent practical test of the difference 
between a free competitive economy, and a controlled, 
totalitarian economy. 
In the Russian store, the visitor would find that 
all goods were rigidly rationed — the average cit­ 
izen is allowed to buy just enough to live at at a 
subsistence level. Prices, of course, are fixed by the 
government at whatever level the masters of the 
Ration desire — and, save for a few such staples as

bread and potatoes, the prices are always extremely 
high in terms of the earning power of the masses. 
High prices are a deliberate Communist device by 
which earnings are immediately siphoned back into 
the coffers of the state. 


There is no competition, in our understanding of 
that word. The government controls everything, and 
directly owns practically everything, all the way 
from the farm and factory to the store. Even the 
most modest luxuries are unknown. And many of 
the necessities are constantly in short supply, so that 
even meager legal rations cannot be filled. 


Contrast this with those show windows in America 
— our retail stores, small and large, chain and in­ 
dependent. The difference is literally incredible. Only 
free enterprise can produce abundance and high 
living standards.

Opposition To Steel 


Wage, Price Rise 


Some of the most serious of the 
problems that beset the country 
and trouble the people will con­ 
verge in a series of meetings be­ 
tween two groups of men, ex­ 
pected to begin this week. 
One 
group consists of heads of major 
companies in the steel industry; 
the ether consists of representa­ 
tives of the United Steel Workers 
of America, C.I.O. 
The purpose 
of the meetings is to write new 
contracts to take effect on the 
termination of existing contracts 
which expire Dec. 31. The meet­ 
ings must agree or come to defi­ 
nite disagreement by that date. 


A policy committee of the union 
has formulated twenty-two de­ 
mands to be presented to the steel 
industry heads. Several of the de­ 
mands have to do with wages, 
this is the main business of the 
meetings. 
No specific cents per 
hour raise is stated in the demands, 
but informal statements of union 
spokesmen have said that during 
the negotiations a specific cents 
per hour raise will be brought up. 


IN ANY EVENT THE formal 
demands include several w h i c h 
amount to wage raises. These 
have to do with overtime pay, va­ 
cations, holidays, the “fair day’s 
work” standard for incentive pay­ 
ment. The sum of the demands 
having to do with wages has been 
estimated as from 13 to 15 cents 
per hour, one estimate is as high 
as 25 cents. Whatever the sum, 
it would be what union spokesmen 
describe as a “substantial” increase 
in pay: that is what the union 
demands. 
...H 
Whatever the demand increase' 
may amount to it is practically 
certain to be higher than a cell­ 
ing which has been set up offi­ 
cially by the Administration’s Wage 
Stabilization board. 
The board, 
soon after it was organized, fixed 
a standard for wage raises general­ 
ly and declared as a policy that 
it weuld not sanction wage raises 
higher than the standard. 
By 
this standard the permissible wage 
raise in the steel industry would 
be some 4 or 5 cents per hour. 
This gives rise to one of the prob­ 
lems that accompany the coming 
meetings. What will or can the 
Wage Stabilization board do if 
at the end of the meetings there 
is laid on its doorstep a demand 
by the union higher than the sta­ 
bilization board’s standard would 
permit? 


HANGING LIKE A SHADOW 
over the meetings is threat of more 
inflation. 
Any wage raise th e 
union exact f r o m the industry 
heads would be an addition to the 
cost of manufacturing steel. This 
could only be offset by an increase 
in the price of steel, and a price 
increase in steel would ramify into 
the almost innumerable product# 
which are made of steel or into 
which steel enters. Morever, steel 
is a bellwether industry and any 
wage raise won in it would almost 
certainly be followed by demands 
for wage raises in other industries. 
Altogether the coming meetings 
between heads of the steel industry 
and representatives of the steel 
worker’s union contain possibility 
of a strong upward surge in the 
wage-price cost of living spiral and 
the inflation that would accom­ 
pany it. 
This is a reason why the steel 
industry heads may resist the de­ 
mands of the union. At least pas­ 
sive resistance is implied in a 
speech made by Benjamin Pair- 
less, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, soon after the 
demands of the union were made 
public. He said that the negotia­ 
tions have to do with “broad ques­ 
tions of public policy which are 
beyond the scope of collective bar­ 
gaining . . . ” 


CONSEQUENTLY, “WHETHER 
our workers are to get a raise, and 
how much it will be if they do, 
is a matter which probably can­ 
not be determined by collective 
bargaining, and will apparently 
have to be decided finally in Wash­ 
ington. 
It is a question which 
involves the basic anti-inflation 
program of our government, and 
one which will clearly affect our 
entire economy.” 
The unions are truculent. Yet 
evidently they are confronted by 
two oppositions. One is the heads 
of the steel industry who quite 
evidently would oppose, at least 
to the extent of not assenting. The 
other potential opposition is the 
to which would be submitted the 
question of a wage raise and also 
the question of a price increase 
which a wage would bring up. 
There is a possible third opposition. 
Almost certainly, prevailing public 
opinion, if it were aware of the 
revelation between a material wage 
raise in steel, and on the other 
hand, inflation and cost of living, 
would be unsympathic to the de­ 
mands of the union.

He said the best engineering minds 
agree that Waldo was a mistake in 
the first place. He accused the state 
division of highways of attempting 
to cover up that mistake by widen­ 
ing Waldo. And he declared that 
the highway commission refuses to 
make its facts leading to the de­ 
cision to widen Waldo known to his 
group. 
“The highway commission appar­ 
ently doesn't want to cooperate on 
anything they designate as ‘obstruc­ 
tive* to widening the Waldo grade,” 
he declared. 
Nye said any money to be spent' ■ 
for a bride approach should be spent 
for long-range purposes and not the 
*'expediency" of widening the Waldo. 
Nye asserted: 
"The bridge has no business bor­ 
rowing money from the state to 
build state highways.** 
He reviewed the history of Waldo 
grade from the bridge opening in 
1937 to date, including the Nishkian 
and Greiner plans for alternate ap­ 
proaches. All agreed, he said, that 
Waldo was a mistake. 
In commenting on his dimatinf 
vote Bagshaw »aid, “My vote was 
based on my original principle of 
not getting into an argument on 
which approach to use.** 
The board chairman said that if 
the state figures it could spend one 
and one half or two million dollars 
in Marin county, on the Waldo, 
“wouldn’t it be best to put it when 
it is needed at intersections like 
Greenbrae and Alto?” 
He pointed out that gas tax 
money is being used on many major 
projects in southern California and 
could just as well be used in Marin 
county. 
Supervisor Trumbull declared the 
directors of the Golden Gate bridge 
were “not being true to the people” 
when they proposed to obligate the 
district to five million dollars in ad­ 
dition to the bridge bonds.

The short but popular pheasant 
hunting Mason has ended and by* 
and-large the hunters this year 
have been happy. 
Some 175,000 hunters HR the open 
fields a week ago Saturday. More 
than «0 .per cent got at lea^t one 
bird according to state fish and 
game expert*. Some could not dis­ 
tinguish between birds and humans 
and four of the latter died opening 
day as a m ult. At least 10 hunters 
were . wounded by shotgun blasts 
opening day. 
Statistics compiled from the first 
two days of pheasant hunting show 
27,500 hunters worked on the 11 
state cooperative areas and got 
12.254 birds. 
Largest number of hunters went 
to Natomas "co-op” but the largest 
number of bird* cam* from the 
Grimes «»operative. 
The opening days were dry—al­ 
though the birds held very close 
Heavy rains held activities to a 
minimum in mid-week, although the 
rains aided in driving more ducks 
southward

Duck hunting should be at its 
best in California between now and 
the season’s end. December 24. The 
long awaited heavy flight of birds 
from the north are arriving. There’s 
little doubt that the number of 
birds are heavier than usual and 
thereby hangs a tale. 
Each season’s bag limit* are de­ 
termined by a count of the birds 
the previous season. And local and 
federal counts never seem to agree. 
A year ago the state counted six- 
million birds. The federal fish and 
wildlife service oounted only two- 
million. 
Hunters who are dissatisfied with 
this season’s limits might well blame 
that federal Inventory which most 
local authorities feel waj too low. 
This year the state is taking its 
count with photographs. The first 
count was made last weekend* An­ 
other Is scheduled for December 
22-23 and the biggest count will be 
made on January 7. 
John Chattin who is supervising 
the project took one photograph of 
duck concentration« to a meeting 
of biologists last year. When asked 
to determine by sight the number of 
birds in the concentration, not one 
of the so-called experts came within 
75,000 birds of being right. Seventy- 
five thousand bird* makes a lot of 
shooting.

Not all of the hunters are find­ 
ing the continuous duck season to 
their liking. 
They point out waterfowl usually 
hit California in two flights, with 
the second being the heaviest and 
reaching its peak late in November 
or early in December. Many hunters 
say'that although the continuous 
season offers more days of hunting, 
msny of those days are wasted be­ 
cause few birds are around. 
They say with a split season as 
in years past, the second half would 
start later. The season then would 
close around Jan. 7 instead of Dec. 
24 this year. They feel they would 
have 14 days more hunting at a time 
when the hunting is good Instead of 
20 days when the hunting wm poor.
